The most important features of the cor- 
respondence relating to the operations of 
German officials and their allies in the

The correspondence introduces, as the 
chief figure of it, a person of the great- 
est prominence and influence in the af- 
fairs of the United States government, 
according to the correspondence. He is 
designated as * M. P.,” and if the com- 
munications revealing the extent of his 
resources are to be credited he is privi- 
leged to walk in and out of the White 
House and the state department at Wash- 
ington and secure from the president and 
the secretary of state secrets which he in 
turn communicates in the form of @ 
“ conversation ” destined to reach in a 
roundabout way the officials of the Ger- 


man government,»

Auother feature presented is furnished 
by reports made to German official rep- 
resentatives in this country and revea!- 
ing plans for securing supplies for the 
German armies and domestic uses from 
Sweden, Denmark, Switzerland Rou- 
mania, and the Argentine. — 

Under the head of ‘' grave diplomstic 
secrets "’ which rarely ever find their way 
into print might be catalogued a report 
in the shape of memoranda to which are 
attached the terse comments of a trained 
diplomat thoroughly familiar with the 
subject, Which, with correspondence re- 
lating to the German propaganda in this 
country, has come into the possession of 
the World. . 


These Named in Report. 

The memoranda are in the form of a 
‘“ conversation ” with Legal Agent Levy 
and John Simon, who, from the tenor of 
the conversation, appears to have been 
intrusted with some of the most subtle 
and important undertakings of the Ger- 
man government in the United States. 
The persons who figure in the report of 
the convergation, which obviously 
reached the German ambassador anc 


| Privy Councilor Albert in the form of 


copies of the original, are the following: 
The president of the United States, 


The secretary of state, having su- 
pervision over foreign affairs for the 


United States government. 

A Mr. “M. P..” referred to at one 
place in the reported “ conversation " as 
“Pp. M.,” who is unmistakably a man of 
great influence, enjoying easy access to 
the president of the United States and to 
the secretary of state. The initials “ M. 
Pp.” are clearly intended to reveal the 
identity of some person whose connect‘on 
with the German propaganda is not to be 
disclosed even in confidential communi- 
cations intended only for the eye of the

Officers’ Power Limited. 

It is explained that the army officers 
have no authority to proceed past the 
point of detaining a person suspected as 
a trouble maker until he can be turned 
over to the police of Moline on a disor- 
derly charge. This is one of the weak 
spots, apparently, in the scheme of de- 
fense of the arsenal and its immensely 
valuable stores of supplies and equip- 
ment making machinery. 

Later the government intercepted a 
code telegram sent by this alleged spy 
to a foreign representative with offices 
in Washington. The code message, clum- 
sily constructed, it is claimed, carried 
the information that a train load of war 
supplies had been shipped from the Rock 
Island arsenal.to Canada. 

Proof of Spy System. 

The message was deciphered easily 
enough at the arsenal headquarters, It 
was convincing of the truth of repeated 
and cumulative rumors that a tighten- 
ing of the espionage syetem directed 
against the United States government’s 
military and naval activities had brought 
the Rock Island arsenal directly within 
the net. 

Lieut. Col. George W. Burr, cofMmand. 
ant of the arsenal, lost no time in «s- 
tablishing such precautions as could be 
taken under the circumstances. 

Arsenal Closely Guarded, 

Arsenal Islahd is now in an actual con- 
dition of physical isolation, except. from 
those persons known to have mare ip 
the federal reservation. 

The strength of the regular a4 de. 
tail, which nominally has stood at twenty 
five or thirty men, is now 150, 

The bridges and approaches to the is- 
land are doubly guarded, partiowlarly at 
night, by the regulars, and the shore lines 
are patrolied as effectively as possible 
with the treops at hand. 

Civilian employés, who are preferably 
Grand Army veterans, in charge of the 
gates, are active and alert—men who de- 
mand to see a pass, take the number of an 
automobile tag and give would-be visitors 
a thorough “ once over.”’

Teuton Fleet Falls nto 
Trap; British Destroy- 
ers a Big Help. . 


CZAR'S LOSS WITHHELD

LONDON, Aug. 22.—Russian 
naval forces in the Gulf of Riga 
have won a decided victory over 
the German fleet which pene- 
trated the gulf on Aug. 13, ac- 
cording to official Petrograd 
dispatches which reached _ 
tonight, 

The great German battle 
cruiser Moltke, one of the finest 
ships of its kind afloat, was de- 
stroyed by the Russian ships. 

With the Moltke went three 
German cruisers and seven tor- 
pedo boats, all unnamed. — 


Huge German Fleet 
Led Into a Trap. | 

It would appear from the 
Petrograd dispatches, that the 
admiral in command of the Rus- 
sian naval forces in the Gulf of 
Riga permitted the German 
fleet to work its way through | 
the narrow entrance to the gulf. | 

Then at his leisure, with the 
aid of British submarines, he 
was able to harass and cripple 
the enemy. 

Not only, according to Petro- 
grad, did the Russian fleet over- 
whelm the German forces, but 
having destroyed the bulwark 
of the German battle line finally 
drove the invaders from the gulf 
and into the open waters of the 
Baltic. 

The losses of the Baltic fleet 
were extremely small, according 
to one correspondent, in no way 


impairing its efficiency. 


BALK TEUTON LANDING. 
But the. Russian victory did not end 


| the way to port 


with the defeat of the German naval 
forces. The invading fleet was accom- 
panied by four enormous transports, all 
crammed with troops. 

These soldiers attempted to nhake a 
landing on the short of Pernov bay, on 
the northeastern shoulder of the Gulf of 
Riga. 

Either the accompanying warships 
were unable to support the landing of the 
troops or she Russian strategy in some 
way overcame the advantage of German 
naval guns, for the troops were permitted 
to land. ‘They were then attacked and, 
exterminated by the Russian Sopot at 
that point. 

The Petrograd dispatches say that the 
Russian troops at Pernoy did not even 
have the support of artillery. Purther-

EVENTS THAT LED UP 
TO GERMAN SEA LOSS 
AND SAVING OF RIGA 


INCE Aug. 9 the German Baltic 
fleet has been attempting to 
enter the Gulf of Riga. 

At least three battles have been 
| fought. In the first attack the Ger- 
‘mans were repulsed, the reports 
from Petrograd say. 

On Aug. 19 a strong German 
force entered the gulf after a battle, 
and yesterday, according to the Rus- 
‘ian report, they were forced to re- 
ite = - 

The vessels reported to have been 
destroyed were: | 


GERMAN. 
MOLTKE—Battle cruiser with a 
displacement of 23,000 tons and 
carrying a crew of 1,107 men and 
officers. Its main battery consisted 
of ten 11 inch guns, mour.ted in 
pairs in five turrets. Its secondary 
battery contained twelve 6 inch 
guns. Twelve 24 pounders and four 
torpedo tubes completed its arma-— 
ment. The Moltke was 610 feet 
long over all, with a beam of 96% 
feet. . 
Three German cruisers and seven 
torpedo boat destroyers. 


RUSSIAN. 

NOVIK—Destroyer of 1,260 tons, 
largest in the navy; 338 feet long,

How the Russians accomplished 
the utter defeat of a force estimated at 
some six thousand men, aided by the gun 
fire of convoying warships, and later cap- 
tured the transports as well, is not ex- 
plained. 

The account of Russian success in the 
Gulf of Riga was supplied by the presi- 
dent of the duma, M. V. Rodsianko, at 
Petrograd. 


NO REPORT ON RUSS LOSS. 

Nothing, according to the dispatches, 
was said respecting the Russian losses 
during the naval engagement or while 
the Germans were attempting to land 
a body of men on the Pernov bay. 
Nothing respecting the operations in 
this region has been cabled today from 
Berlin. 

The official German statement is- 
sued yesterday announced that the gulf 
had been entered successfully and that 
the Russian naval forces had lost two 
gunboats and one torpedo boat. 

The fact that the Germans sought to 
‘land troops at Pernov is seized as one 
of unusual significance by the mil- 


itary eritics here. The town is ninety- 
five miles north of Riga and 230 miles 


east of Petrograd. 
AIDED BY BRITISH SHIPS. ° 
The Ruasian fleet, says the Petrograd 
dispatch, was greatly aided in its attack . 
on the German naval forces by British 
submarines.

11 inch guns. It displaced 22,632 
tons. , 

It was the Moltke that served as 
Rear Admiral von Reuber-Paschwitz’s 
flagship when a squadron of German 
warships visited New York harbor in 
1912, That visit was made in response 
to the visit of an American fleet to 
Kiel. .

HOPED TO START REVOLT. 

Recent dispatches from Petrograd 
have intimated that Russia expected to | 
muster troops from that district at an 
early date. Doubtless the Germans, 
aware of the popular dislike for the Rus- 
sian government in Finland, had hoped 
to encourage the seditious spirit there by 
a military Cemonstration. 

Unless the Russian authorities, ex- 
pectant of just such an intention as the 
Germans cevealed in their endeavor to 
land troopa, at Pernov, have greatly in- 
creased the efficiency of the railways in 
the large area of land lying back of Per- 
nov, the territory is practically without 
egnipmenot for defense. From Pernov a 
single line road runs south to Valk, where 
it meets the Riga to Petrograd line. From 
Valk the Petrograd road returns north to 
the coast and thence to thecapital. 

It is quite probable that the German 
strategy at this point had as its object 
the disturbance of the Russian forces at 
Riga and to the south by making neces- 
sary the withdrawal of some of the men. 
The attempt is somewhat analagous to 
the earlier German strategy, which land- 
ed troops on the Baltic coast south of the 
Gulf of Riga. 


MINES A BIG FACTOR. 

In view of the news from Petrograd 
several _days ago that the bulk of the 
Russian fleet had been withdrawn 
from the Gulf of Riga is seems not 
impossible that the German neva! 
losses were caused not by the Russian 
warships but by mines with which the 
entrance to the gulf was heavily 
strewn. |

cost $10,491,000, when it was built in 
1910, figured prominently in the naval 
engagement between British and Ger 
man squadrons off the Dogger bank 
in the North sea on Jan, 24.

TURK OFFENSES

12,500 above sea level, Mr. Harrison's 
horse slipped in a particularly dan- 
gerous place, and the rider was caught 
under it. Only the presence of a 
thick mountain shrub saved both from 
a plunge of 1,500 feet. 

The entire journey covered a period | 
of twenty-three days, and ended at 
Charlotte lake, where the former 
mayor was desirous of having a try 
at the golden trout. Golden trout, 
it may be said, are exclusive to this 
body of water and extremely diffident 
to the fly. But Mr. Harrison proved 
his right as a fisherman by taking six 
magnificent specimens, which were 
sent to the Smithsonian institute.

Mr. “M. P.” is reported to have 
informed both “ Legal Agent Levy "’ and 
John Simon of a conversation which he 
had with President Wilson and Secretary 
of State Lansing.

tions *’ had approached him to buy up 
cotton for Germany to relieve the cotten 
situation, and to provide Germany with 
that vital necessity of war and domestic 
use. ; 


“M. PP.” Talks to Wilson. § } 
Mr. * M. P.” is represented in the report 
of the conversation ‘with Legal Agent 
Levy and John Simon as having told the 
president and secretary of stac:e that the 
Syndicate which had approached him 
might possibly be able to influence the 
pos'tion of Germany on the general po- 
litical question. One of the most ex- 
. traordinary features of the alleged con- 
versation between M. P. and the presi- 
den: is that M. P. claims to have asked for 
end received from the president a ‘*‘ can- 
aid confidential statement, in order to 
make clear not only his own position but 
also, necessarily, the political opportu- 
mity.”’ 
The impressions which M. P. claimed to 
lave brought away from the president 
were of the most vital importance.

‘Little appears to be known of this firm 
in the financial district and neither does 
the firm name appear in any of the cur- 
rent commercial directories, as is cus- 
tomary. John Stmon’s activities were 
apparently not confined te securing confi- 
dential information for “‘M. P.” He ap- 
pears later on in this correspondence in 
possession of the World as the author of 
& report “exposition,” regarding ship- 
ments to neutral countries and particu- 
larly to Sweden and Denmark. 

Such shipments to neutral countries. 
he declares, may be made in great style, 
especialy to Denmark. Simon also in- 
dicates considerable knowledge regard- 
ing both political and economical condi- 
tions in Roumania and Argentina, and 
makes many pertinent suggestions as ty 
the manner in which those countries could 
be drawn upon to supply the needs of 
Germany, both during and after the war. 


Exposition by Simon. 
His report in full is as follows:

** Exposition—— 

“The present conditions make neces- 
sary & new expositiecn of our obligations. 
The obligations up to the present, to 
make shipments to neutral countries, has, 
in view of the stand taken by the foreign 
office, not to permit the capture of the 
ships, hardly taken on a meaning in the 
present form as yet. It does not make 
much difference how and when ships are 
sent to Sweden and Denmark, when they 
+unless provisions are made from here 
for their direct voyage to the German 
¢coast—are compelled to remain away. 
Shipments to neutra) countries are then 
only to be requested, when aside from 
being diverted, they may.be made in great 
Style, in order to call forth important 
accumulations of wares, especiaily from 
Denmark. * 


Danish Buyers in Distress. 

“This last should especially induce the 
Danish government, on account of the 
distress of our Danish buyers, who, on ac- 
count of the oversupply, cannot find a 
market anywhere, to pledge itself to a 
definite time for an agreement as to the 
export of wares. Even if there is at 
present no crying need for wheat, yet 
there is a great need for food articles. 
But if this object should not be accom- 
plished there would be, as soon as peace 
comes, an enormous demand of that kind 
in Germany, so that the available sup- 
plies in Denmark would be welcome. 

“ But aside from this is the question, 
which has been debated before, as to 
whether contracts for supplies for de- 
liveries after peace has been declared 
cannot be closed, and the goods then 
brought home with our own ships. As 
far as the condition of the market is con- 
cerned it is to be expected that as soon 
as peace comes, in view of the réquire- 
ments of all nations, the acquisition of 
rea) articles will be difficult, aside from 
the fact that we will have to figure ona 
great rise in price. In my opinion it is 
necessary to make ample provision either 
the one way or the other. 


Cites Roumania Deal. 
‘“‘It is known to me that for some time 
negotiations have been pending between 


as well remain in suspense. 

“* Nevertheless, it seems to be neces- 
sary, Whether it be an available sup- 
ply in Denmark or an available sup- 
ply here in America upon which we can 
call, not to leave everything depending 
upon Roumania. . 

“T see by the conferences that Mann- 
heim has had with the imperial pur- 
chasing department that the purport of 
these circumstances is not appreciated at 
all, even if an earnest discussion has 
not so far been entered into because, 
according to all appearances, it is the 
intention to wait until the future brings 
its Own demands. I, therefore, take the 
liberty to invite your attention to this 
matter and to suggest that a proposal 
along the foregoing lines be made to 
the imperial office of the interior. 


Expert at Work Among Swiss. 

“* Aside from these demands there seems 
to me to be only the questions of pur- 
chase and shipment. One of the most 
‘efficient officers of the Discount associa- 
tion has been in Switzerland for some 
time in order to study conditions on the 
ground. He is working there at the in- 
stigation of the imperial purchasing de- 
partment in agreement with the embassy. 
As soon as I have information ag to the 
results of his work I shall take the liberty 
to bring to your notice the proposal 
emanating from there. 

‘“* Postscript—I would like to invite at- 
tention again to the enumerated pro- 
posals on the first page regarding the 
shipment of articles of food to Denmark. 
I deem it to be a very sensible under- 
taking if these articles were to be sent 
to Denmark to a great extent, in order 
to fill the market there so full of them 
that the Danish buyers would with great 
stress request of the Danish govern- 
ment to permit those articles for which 
there is no demand in Denmark to be 
sold in exchange for other articles in 
Germany. That is aside from the revival 
of the old project of director B., only with 
the difference that I propose it now, espe- 
cially as. regards food articles for which, 
as I a.o informed, there will be a great 
demand. If the hint comes from here 
then, according to my information, direc- 
tor B. will view with great satisfaction 
the revival of his plan and give it his 
approval. (Signed) JouHN Srmon,” 


Would Buy Roumania Crop. 
The following bit of memoranda evi- 
dently refers to a vast deal under way 
abroad: . 
“There is pending, as I understand, an 
extensive transaction between the im- 
perial purchasing department and M. W., 
who, as you know, has his headquarters 
in Roumania. It refers to nothing less 
and nothing more than the purchase of the 
whole crop of wheat and food articles of 
the new harvest, wherein M. W. figures 
as the agent of the imperial purchasing 
department. The matter is not yet wholly 
compieted. There are matters of a politic- 
al nature to be regulated as yet, and only 
in connection therewith will the definite 
commission be given. But according to 
all apeoearances it seems as though the 


W. went to Vienna today regarding the 
matter in order to attend’a conference of 
the interested agents.” 


Another Secret Statement. 
Another one of the secret reports which 
were sent to Privy Councillor Albert— 
copies to the German ambassador in the 
Berlin office—contains much valuable in- 
formation regarding the plans of Ger- 
many to secure supplies in spite of the. 
British blockade of North sea ports. 
These appear to supplement, or be of 
the same general character, as the “ ex- 
position ’’’ of Mr. Simon given above. 
One written on July 19 reveals the plans 
of Germany for securing supplies from 
Switzerland, where “‘ Mr. F,” an official 
of the Discount Association of Germany, 
seems to be actively looking out for the 
interest of Germany in a highly success 
ful manner. 


Text of the Report. 
The report is as follows: 
** July 19, 1915. 

“We had a thorough, and interesting 
conversation with B. yesterday. 

“The steagnship Eir cannot, so far as 
the German government is concerned, be 
captured, as the foreign office is opposed 
to it. The foreign office takes the posi- 
tion that the only thing which can come 
up is that the ship may be diverted. As 
also the captain has been instructed and 
goes to the German coast of his own free

* The neutral ships in question will then 
in the future be available only for this 
prrpose in the territory over which the 
naval office has jurisdiction. 
“We also spoke to Mr. B. with refer- 
ence to ‘ Atlantic’ and ne takes the same 
position also with reference to this. 


Merely His Own Views. 
“In addition to these undertakings— 
and here we speak, however, our own 
and not the views of the interior pur- 
chasing department, to which we have 
not spoken regarding it—only the fol- 
lowing matters are concerned: 
“1—The well known organization re- 
garding which Mr. High Official or Secret 
Agent Albert has already spoken you. | 
“2-—Secret shipments. to Switzerland 
of a line of articles excepting wheat, 
but particularly food articles, for which 
there is a much stronger demand than 
for wheat, that can eventually be taken 
care of by home production. 
“3—Wheat of the new harvest. 
“ Regarding point No. 1 we 
further information. 


Activity in Switzerland. 
“ Regarding point No. 2 we are in regu- 
lar communication with Mr. F., who, as 
representative of the Discount associa- 
tion, has been for a long time in Switzer- 
land, and he will advise you more fully 
about the matter. “4 
“Mr. Albert can rely absolutely upon 
us, and especially as regards Switzer- 
land, as we are most excellently repre- 
sented, 
“Mr. F. is an official of the Discount 
association and upon request of the pur- 
chasing department is recommended to 
the German ambassador to Switzerland, 
and he also looks after matters there 
fur the purchasing department. Mr. Al- 
bert could not wish for a more trust- 
worthy man. 


Consider Wheat Purchase. 
“Then as regards point number three, 
regarding the purchase of wheat of the 
new harvest, this matter has really been 
thoroughly gone into by the purchasing 
department. It the enterprise should 
prove successful, which is at the present 
time pending in Roumania and in which 
Max Leahy is codperating, and which is 
not without prospect, then there will be 
no necessity for an undertaking in that 
direction, We reminded him that this 
matter did not seem to us to have been 
well thought over. 

** Above all, the condition of Roumania 
is uncertain and wavering at the present, 
and even if an arrangement is perfected 
it is not at all certain that it will be car- 
ried out and not broken at a given mo- 
ment, or at least restricted. On the other 
hand, as soon as peace is declared, the 
different nations will appear here %n 
America as buyers, and this would not 
only produce an enormous demand, but 
the available articles would become very 
scarce. .

HELD COTTON CONTRABAND 
WILL NOT HURT AMERICA. 
British Foreign Office Cites Figures 


on Holland and Scandinavian Im- 
ports to Prove Claim. 


LONDON, Aug. 22 —In connection with 
the declaration of co#gon as contraband of 
war, the foreign 4Sffice today issued a 
Statement which purports to show that 
the imports into Holland and Scandinavia 
of raw cotton and of cotton waste during 
the months of May, June, and July totaled 
17,344 tons, as compared with a normal 
average of 35 303 tons. Of the latter, how- 
ever, it is stated that all but 16,557 tons 
were reéxported. 

“ These figures show,"’ the statement 
continues, “‘ that during those months im- 
portation of cotton has not been substan- 
tially greater than in times of peace, and 
it is a fair deduction from this that, apart 
from any other measures that have been 
taken, Germany has not since May 1 re- 
ceived any considerable supply of cotton 
through those countries. 

“ It is not anticpated that, owing to thu 
declaration of cotton as contraband, 
there will be any great difference in the 
importation of cotton into the countries 
concerned, and there is no reason to sup- 
pose that the American or Egyptian ex- 
porters of cotton will in the future be ina 
less advantageous position than they

Meramec River Sweeps 35 
Mille Strip of Buildings: 


Luck Is With Them 


In Auto Smashup. 


Thousands Flee, 


o-oo 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 22.—The Meramec 
river, lined on both sides with thousands 
of pleasure resorts, club houses, and sum- 
mer cottages, went several miles out 
of its banks today. swept away most ot 
these buildings, and increased to twenty- 
four, it is reported, the number of lives 
lost in St. Louis county amd vicinity as a 
result of the flood which followed the re- 
cemt rainstorm here. 

The Meramec began rising at the rate 
of a foot an hour early this morning and 
tonight still was going up. Hundreds 
of persone had been marooned in club- | 
houses and cottages along the river by the | 
first rise several days ago, following a 
forty hour rainfall. Others had gone to 
the river today hoping to rescue relatives 
and friends. 

By midnight 100 persons hed been 
rescued from tree tops and the roofs of 
floating houses. The cries of women and 
children could be heard all night directing 
and appealing to rescuers to save them. 


‘Twelve Seen to Die. 


Late tonight Coroner Bopp said twelve 
deaths had been reporteé to him by per- 
sons claiming to have seen the drown- 
ings. Hiver men at Meramec Highlands 
told of three men who were clinging to 
the top of a house which was floating 
down the river when the house was 
dashed against a telegraph pole and 
wrecked. The men were thrown into 
the water and did not reappear. 

The superintendent of a gravel barge 
at Drake, between Valley Park and Eu- 
reka, Mo., reported to the coroner that 
his barge went down with three men who 
were asleep in it. Three milee farther 
upstream a boat carrying three men was 
dashed against a tree and its occupants 


rent, 

A les of explosions late tonight 
wrecked parts of the iImundated plate 
glass factories in Valley Park. It is be- 
lieved the explosions resulted from the 
contact of the flood water with the boilers 
and great crucibles filed with molten 
glass. 


Eight More Reported Dead. 


Six persons were said to have been 
drowned at Valley Park and two at Mera- 
mec Highiands today. Many others were 
missing, and the fear is expressed by 
county officials that the death list may 
aggregate several score persons, 

Appeals for help were sent to St. Louis 
tonight and hundreds of volunteers im- 
mediately responded. Boats are being 
rushed to the Meramec by train. 

Unconfirmed reports said that every 
building an either side of the river from 
Clinton’ to Pacific, a distance of thirty- 
five miles, had been carried away by the 
flood. In Valley Park alone 2,000 fam- 
ilies have been made homeless. The river 
now is four miles wide at Crescent, Mo. 
The flooded area is estimated at 100 
square miles. 

The worst conditions prevail at the 
mouth’ of the Meramec, where it is 
feared the loss of life will be heavy. 
Thousands of refugees are being housed 
in public buildings. Cots and food are 
being gent from St..Louls. 


‘Flee in Night Clothes. 
Officials warned residents of Valley 
Park to leave their homes last night but 
many refused. When swirling waters 
rushed into the town at two o'clock this 
morning the exodus began. Many were 
forced to flee in their night clothes and 
few saved more than the clothes they 
wore. | | 
One family refused to move from their 
flooded home this morning because a 
visit from the stork was expected mo- 
mentarily. The family moved to the 
second floor and a few hours later the 
child was born. Rescuers arrived in 
rowboats as the water began to fill the 
room and the mother and her baby were 
taken out through a window.

That is determined by the essence of the Italian 
case. It cannot be modified by superficial circum- 
stance. It does not matter whether Turkey is treat- 
ing Italians within the Turkish empire well or 
badly. It does not matter whether Turkey promises 
to treat them well or does treat them well. Noth- 
ing matters except what Turkey is doing for Ger- 
many and Austria and against Russia. 

Italy’s war with Austria is not a private war. It 
is a part of the whole conflict. If it were a private 
war Italy, opposed by the centra] powers, might well

Turkey was Italy’s enemy from the moment Italy 
declared war on Austria, but nevertheless the world 
is given a comedy of manners. The necessity of a 
correction of the Italian frontier defects while time 
was afforded for correction was instantly apparent 
even to nonmilitary minds, but when it is reported 
that five Italian army corps are ready to advance 
upon the Dardanelles and that they wait upon 
diplomatic adjustment of matters unimportant to the 
real situation a glimpse of the essential weakness of 
the entente powers is given, a 

They are opposed to the most highly organized, 
completely centralized combination of nations the 
world ever has known. This organization moves 
at the will of a centralized intelligence. Everything 
{s subordinated to this intelligence and its enemies 
present no concord of action against it. 

The entente powers have never fully cotrdinated 
their movements. They have tried at times, but 
they have failed: Italy’s hesitancy at recognizing that 
she was at war with Turkey is an example. The 
Italians that might have been spared from the slow 
advance upon Austria would have aided the French 
and British greatly if they could have been used 
against the Turks. 

There are reports of considerable improvement 
of the Franco-British situation on the peninsula 
which commands the approach to Constantinople. 
-It may be that for political reasons Italian help was 
not wanted. But the fact that it was not given at the 
moment Italy entered the war reveals the real weak- 
ness of the entente. It is lack of cotrdination, lack 
of centralization, Ieck of a plan which will develop 
‘the maximum strength at the required moment. 

If Germany and Austria win it will be partly be- 
cause their enemies offered them the opportunity 
of beating them separately. If the allies win it will 
be because they finally yield to the necessity of 1 
central command. “ Divide and conquer” is an old 
maxim, but nations even in their distress will not 
heed it.

IMMIGRATION LAWS. 

There are 12,000,000 aliens in the United States 
who have signified no intentions of becoming citi- 
zens. Immigration, during the past year of Euro- 
pean war, fel] to a new low level, 326,700, as com- 
pared with 1,218,480 entering the country in the 
previous fiscal year. The departures were 204.074, 
even more significant. Immigration officials have 
come to regard their statistics as one of the most 
sensitive and reliable barometers of dcmestic busi- 
ness conditions. The arrivals decrease and increase, 
immediately reflecting the slightest symptom of busi- 
ness depression or prosperity. 

That reveals an alien immigration Interested in 
the money making possibilities of this country. 
America has held open its doors in the past, assum- 
‘ing that the enly policy for a country of freemen 
was to make room for other freemen. There is no 


evident that there must be some readjustments, if 
we are to make sure that we are getting freemen and 
material for citizenship.

he next session of congress will probably act 
again, with even fuller evidence of the necessity of 
Action and of pretecting the desirable immigrant. 
Possibly no one can predict how the war will af- 
fect emigration from the older countries. There will 
be heavier taxation, but higher wages also, But 
ere is one problem that the war has given us a 
study period to think over, and it can be used to 
good adyantage. 
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EOPLE BE TOLD THE 
GOVERNMENT’S INTENT? 

We cannot know how far our government may 
go in candor safely. We do know that so far as 
candor ¢an be secured from bad consequence, it is 
necessary. We know that the American nation is 
floundering around in speculation as to what will 
be required of it if Germany. by the use of submarines 
forces the. United States to break off relations. 

The mind of President Wilson is as unreadable 
as the ways of Providence. Congress declares war. 
A president makes one. The nation fights and suf- 
fers it. Congress has no knowledge of the presi- 
dent’s intentions. The nation has none. 

It is merely in a mood of observation and not of 
criticism that we say that events are shaping them- 
selves with the American people and their repre- 
sentatives wholly in the dark as to the purp of 
the government. Thus our democracy becomes 
wholly autocratic. Congress might refuse to accept 
the consequences of diplomacy, but that is improb- 
able. Its hand, more likely, will be forced, and the 
hand of the nation will be raised. 

Possibly, even, it would be well if Germany knew 
rrecisely what this government means to do. Given 
certain events, how does the gavernment intend to 
proceed? What does Mr. Wilson think is the Amer- 
ican reply to a deliberately unfriendly act? Ought 
the nation to know and ought Germany to know? 

We are sure that the American people ought not 
to be permitted to go blind up to the very moment 
of a great surprise. .We know that there is no more 
amiably optimistic, credulous, happy-go-lucky nation 
in the world than the United States. It ought to 
be better informed and it ought to have a better 
realization of its, possible or probable duties. 

We may escape the worst consequences of the 
sinking of the Arabic. We may not. If we do es- 
cape we may encounter the same question again, 
with the name of the boat changed. 

Is it-not possible for the administration to make 
plain to the people of the United States and to 
the nations of the world precisely what course of 
conduct may be expected of the United States if 
certain things happen? Then Germany might be 
guided by what she knows will follow and the peo- 
ple of the United States might be prepared for what- 
ever task is to be handed on to them. 
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| CITY PENSIONS. 
The council finance committee that proposes to 
construct a plan out of the planless system of city 
*mployé pensions should get support commensurate 
vith the task undertaken. There is an opportunity 
for a constructive service if the eight bodies now 
doling out the rewards which are given for long serv- 
ice can be consolidated: and thus the nonreappearance 
of the perennial bankruptcy clouds guaranteed. 
- The only sensible explanation of the present sepa- 
ration in administration end the differences in the 
rules isin the history of pension legislation. It has 
been a gradual growth, the different groups being 
brought under the system at different~ times. But 
there is uo reason for continuing the multiplicity, 
especially since there are so many changes being 
made in the rolls; new sections of employés admitted 
or old members increased. During the coming year 
the city will contribute some $400,000 more to the 
police, fire, municipal, and heuse of correction em- 
pleyés.. In addit.on there will be the funds for the 
school teachers, school employés, water works, and 
public library employés. From time to time in the 
future the amounts to be distributed will be increased 
beth in amounts to the individval and to the number 
of individuals, judging by the past and the present 
tendency. The largest possible part of the amounts 
set aside for pensions should go to fill the envelope 
itself. As more people become dependent upon the 
regularity of the payments, there is added necessity 
for increased efficiency and safeness in the adminis- 
tration, | 
The opportunity to expose the best corrective meth- 
ods of simplifying the present surplusage will not be 
overlooked even if an opinion should be given against 
codperating with the legislative inquiry, for pension 
distribution after all must be like other departments 
of the municipal government. The simpler the better, 
and one head is simpler than eight heads. 


A MEXICAN INCIDENT. 

Dispatches from Brownsville tell of a Mexican 
named Passano arrested during the repulse of the 
border raids. This man was innocent and his 
captors, American soldiers, let him go. He refused 
release, fearing that they would shoot him and 
claim the act was justified by attempted escape. 

This significant item illustrates how completely 
the conditions in the country have formed the 
thought of its people. No one believes in loyalty 
or truth or justice in that country. He cannot 
afford to. The device Passano feared was common, 
else he would not have feared it.

VACATION SUNLIGHT. 
MONG the people who are giving 
thought to the vacation question 
are many with whom the matter 
of sunlight should be the determin- 
ing factor. If a person is so closely 
confined during the year that he devel- 
ops house pallor he should take advan- 
tage of his vacation to give his tissues the 
advantage of sunlight. If a person has 
surgical tuberculosis, enlarged glands, 
bolls, or pimples, he should select a place 
where sunlight can get in its effects. 

In a,ray of sunlight there are rays va- 
rying from the long waves of the infra- 
red througn red, yellow, greenish blue, 
blue violet to the very short ultra-violet. 
In the main the heat rays are at the u)tra- 
red pole and the chemical rays are at the 
ultra-violet pole,

When a man is in need of sunlight the 
part of the ray of which he Is in special 
need is the ultra-violet and violet. The 
dirtier the air the larger is the percentage 
of ultra-violet and violet rays obstructed, 
The sun is yellow when shining through 
a cloud, a fog, a mist, or a pall of smoke. 
The sunlight, under*such circumstances, 
will not kill bacteria or act chemically. 

The man who is suffering from house 
pallor or the other conditions noted above, 
and who is picking out a place to go for 
his vacation, should look for a place 
where the sun's rays contain violet and 
ultra-violet. He should avoid the places 
where the sun appears red or yellow. 

It is a matter of common observation 
that one sunburns readily at either of 
two types of places, on mountain tops and 
on or near large bodies of water. 

The reason for the violence of the sun's 
rays high up in the mountains is that in 
such localities the clean air permits the 
maximum amount of violet and ultra- 
violet to passthrough. The reason for the 
great tendency to sunburn on or near the 
water is that the water cleans the air, 
and also that the water reflects the light. 


OES 
Then the question for this group of peo- 
ple really resolves itself into the moun- 
tains versus the seashore. They want 
clean air, and it can be found in either 
place and practically ndwhere else. 

The seashore has one great advantage 
over the mountains: Theactinic rays are 
most effective when taken in the “ alto- 
gether” or something near it. A bathing 
suit is much nearer the “ altogether ” 
than the clothing a oo worn in the 


_ mountains.

HE bust of the late Joseph Cham- 
berlain, unveiled the other day with 
befitting ceremony at the Guildhall 
in London in the presence of several 
members of the cabinet and of his 

former colleagues in Unionist adminis- 
trations, is remarkable as being the only 
piece of sculpture in existence showing a 
monocle screwed in the eye of the person- 
age represented. 

Nothing of the kind has ever been at- 
tempted before, and statues of celebrated 
men who are known to have always worn 
pincenez or spectacles have been invari- 
ably depicted without these adjuncts, 
with the result that the aspect of their 


faces seemed unfamiliar to those who 
had known them in life. The bust of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain would have suffered 
in a similar fashion if he had been por- 
trayed in marble without his monocie. 
For it seemed just as much part and 
pircel of his features as the inevitable 
orchid in his buttonhole formed part and 
parcel of his apparel. 

There has always been a discussion 
among artists as to whether In their por- 
trayals the peculiarities of appa and 
of feature should be reproduc or 
whether they should be omitted, and the 
subject idealized. Most artists are in- 
clined to the latter way of thinking, and 
that is why so much statuary is lacking 
In resemblance to the people whom it is 
supposed to represent. 


—>- 

It is perfectly true that the sculptors 
who have experimented in the other direc- 
tion have sometimes been rather unfor- 
-unate. Thus the artist responsible for 
the amazing statue of President Kruger 
in Pretoria shows him in all his homely 
ugliness, with the inevitable stovepipe 
hat of ancient vintage perched on his 
head. This hat has the effect of giving 
an absolutely grotesque appearance to the 
monument, and its apex, being for some 
reason or other slightly concave, has ever 
since its erection been utilized by birds 
for nesting purposes, with the result that 


| the face and beard of the effigy are con- 


stantly much in need ofa scrubbing. 
While the artist was bold enough to give 
to the statue of Kruger the familiar 
stovepipe hat, he balked at adding in 
stone a representation of the terrible cot- 
ton umbrella of the Gamp species which 
Kruger always Carried, no matter how 
fine the weather, until gradually it came 
to be looked upon as the scepter of his 
rule. 


= 

When the time comes to erect a statue 
to Lord Reading it is to be hoped that the 
sculptor will take his cue from the author 
of Joseph Chamberlain's bust in the 
Guildhall. For he would be unrecogniz- 
able without his monocle. He enjoys the 
distinction of being the first lord chief 
ustice in all the history of England, ex- 
tending over a thousand years, to appear 
on the bench with a single ¢yegiass stuck 
in his right eye. True, there have been 
one or two other judges thus adorned— 
namely, Sir Robert Rober, a lord justice 
of appeal, and Lard St. Helier—but never 
a wrd chief justice. 

1 wonder what the newspapers in Amer- 
ican would say if any of the justices of 
the Supreme court of the United States 
were to appear on the bench with a mon- 
ocle. Yet in England it constitutes a 
notable addition to the full bottomed wig 
and ermine lined scariet robe of Lord 
Chief Justice Reading, imparting to his

For without going to the trouble of vocal 
remark, which might furnish counsel with 
grounds for an appeal, he merely, by the 
way in which he lets his monocle drop 
from his eye, is able to convey to the 
jury his opinion as to the veracity of a 
statement of a witness, or as to the value 
of any particular arguments by members 
of the bar pleading before him at the 
time.. 

There is at the present moment no sov- 
ereign that I know of, save the reigning 
Prince of Schaumburg-Lippe, who wears 
a single eyeglass. For King William of 
Wurtemberg, who was wont to affect it, 
has now with advancing years supplanted 
it by a pincenez, while King Manuel, who 
wears a single glass, no longer occupies 
the throne of Portugal. Queen Maud of 
Norway, however, still continues to wear 
a monocie, as she was wont to do prior to 
her marriage, She carries it in her eye 
without the slightest distortion of her 
face, and is, so far as I am aware, the 
only feminine occupant of a throne to 
wear a monocle.

Of chief magistrates of republics the 
only one to indulge in the use of a mon- 
ocle was President Faure of France, and 
a funny story is told in this connection. 
It seems that Capt. Baron Hourst of the 
French army, when he went on his ex- 
ploring expedition in the African regions 
beyond the river Niger, took with him a 
number of colored pictures of President 
Faure, whose features were adorned with 
his eyeglass. The native ladies had never 
seen aneyeglass before, and their enthusi- 
asm for the “three eyed sultan of the 
French,” as they described him, knew no 
bound, 

This led an unscrupulous Parisian ser- 
vant of the captain to conceive the bright 
idea of wearing an eyeglase himself, in 
order to show the dusky ladies the French 
sultan in the flesh. The result was that 
they all forsook their lawful lords to fol- 
low him. There was a lively demonstra- 
tion on the part of the jealous chiefs. 
‘Lne colored portraits of President Faure 
and the Parisian deputy sultan had to be 
suppressed in hot haste, and the entire ex- 
pedition was compelled to beat a speedy 
retreat, its object being thus frustrated 
through a monocle,

Leopold Wolfling, formerly known as 
Archduke Leopold Salvator of Austria and 
Hungary, has at length been permitted to 
return to the dual empire, from which he 
has been barred for the past twelve years. 
He has not been pardoned or rehabilitated. 
But the Austrian government intimated 
some time ag» that it would take no excep- 
tion to his accompanying the Bavarian 
troops in their passage across Austria 
and Hungary, en route to Poland, where 
they have been fighting the Russians, 
Shortly after the outbreak of the war 
the ex-archduke, who formerly held the 
rank of general in the Austro-Hungarian 
army, enlisted as a private in a Bavarian 
infantry regiment, hag since been ad- 
vanced to the rank of nonc issioned 
officer, under the name of Wolfling. and 
as such took part the other day in the 
march of the Bavarian and Austrian 
troops into Warsaw, under the command 
of Prinee Leopold of Bavaria, who is a 
brother of the King of Bavaria and a 
son-in-law of Emperor Francis Joseph.

Sipla, alone, strode forth to regale him- 
self with the motion pictures, and upon 
returning at 10 o’clock he was unable to 
awaken his wife. Thereupon he went 
downstairs to the flat of Julius Tihes, 
where he spent the night. 

Yesterday at 7:30 he went to his apart- 
ment and smelling gas he fetched Tihes, 
Ignatz Hajek and Biazius Kocis, and to-.

Sipla and her two children were dead, 
and the gas was escaping from an open 
jet in the kitchen.”

through three different sources, was that 
there were in confinement in the arsenal 
prison eleven men accused as Rae: 
spies. 

Col, Burr denied this report. 

“There is no one under arrest here,”

The only men we ever have in confine- 
ment are those regular army men who 
may have been guilty of minor military 
infractions, and these cases are few and 
far between.” 

Another story, which seems to get

‘The report shows salary figures for su- 
perintendents, high echool teachers, prin- 
cipals, and elementary schoo! teachers in 
nearly every city in the country of more 
than 2,500 inhabitants. The salaries of 
Chicago teachers are among the highest. 
Salaries in San Francisco and New 
York and in a number of the smaller cit- 
jes of California are higher. Chicago 
stands second in the list of 814 cities given 
in the median or middle salary, the salary 
of the teacher who stands half way, nu- 
merically, between the lowest paid and 
the highest paid teacher. The committee 
uses the median salary for most of its 
computations. | 
_ Deachers’ Salaries Advanced. | 
The median salary of Chicago's ele- 
mentary school teachers is $1,175. The

A comparison was e between gal- 
aries of rural sch teachers, farm 
hands, and rural mail carriers. The car- 
riers receive an average wage of $1,115 

and the farm hand of $257. Figures pro- 
cured by the committee for various states 
show the average salary of rural school 
teachers to be $273 in the counties selected 
in Arkaneas; $449 in Connecticut; $445 in 
Massachusetts, and $223 in Tennessee.
